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THE GLASS SITUATION. 

The window glass outlet from the 
standpoint of an American manufac- 
turer is about as dubious as it has 
been at any time in recent years and 
that is suying a greatdeal.

association they represent. That

In fact, and a fact of which 
we have had occular proof, some, if 
not all of the manufacturers will be 
compelled té6 become buyers of im- 
ported glass. Wesaw a letter from 
some of the large Pittsburg produc- 
ers inquiring for the best terms on a 
large lot of French sheet Yet with 
the prospect of having the market 
largely to themselves during the 
early fall months the importers are 
not altogether happy. 

A prolonged period of dullness, 
coupled with a tight money market 
has resulted to a certain extent in 
nullifying the agreement which mem- 
bers of the importers association have 
sworn to live up to, and for violation 
of which there is provided a heavy 
penalty. In brief the cutting of fixed 
prices has been by no means an un- 
usual occurrence of late, and the prac- 
tice has become so pronounced as to 
threaten the life of the Importers’ As- 
sociation. A meeting of the organiz- 
ation will be held in this city next 
Friday at which undoubtedly this 
phase of the question will be the chief 
topic of discussion. In view of the 
flattering prospects for French window 
glass it is probable that little diffi- 
culty will be met in renewing the 
agreement to maintain prices and 
establishing the association on a 
stronger basis.

AUGUST Pewee PETROLEUM have, of course, affected other crops 


growing in the same sections, and the 
reports received from time to time as 
to the medicinal flower crops have all 
given indications of a very small 
yield of many of the crops, while 
none of the flower crops seems to be 
more than fair either as to quantity 
or quality. 

Of the flowers affected some are of 
very considerable commercial im- 
portance, such as arnica and chamo- 
mile, while the quantities consumed 
of blue malva and marshmallow are 
by comparison so small as to be of 
comparatively little moment. The 
prolonged, heavy rains which extend- 
ed over the season of gathering ar- 
nica flowers have been sufficient of 
themselves to cut down the yield very 
materially, and their effect will, no 
doubt, be seen not only in the scar- 
city of the flowers but also in their 
lower range of quality. 

The severe winter killed a consider- 
able proportion of the Roman chamo- 
mile plants and the late spring and 
heavy rains retarded the growth of 
such plants as survived the winter’s 
cold. With this flower, as with ar 
nica, the quality is never good when 
there is considerable rain fall during 
the season of flowering as has been 
the case this year. As a natural vcon- 
sequence, the shortage will be most 
felt in the better grades, and the 
prices quoted in Paris for shipments 
of new crop of select French flowers 
indicate that purchasers will be com- 
pelled to pay very dearly for the 
privilege of selecting. The yield of 
German chamomile seems to have 
been somewhat better, proportion- 
ately, than that of either arnica or 
Roman chamomile, and the fact that 
the crop is a fairly good one is evi- 
denced by the prices at which the 
new flowers are coming upon the 
market. The sections in which the 
Roman chamomiles are grown also 
give us mullein, blue malva, marsh- 
mallow, calendula and other flowers 
of more or less commercial interest, 
and the remarks as to Boman cham- 
omiles are in a large measure appli- 
cable to the latter, the prices of which 
all show a decided firmness and in 
some cases even a marked advance, 


The report of the progress of devel- 
opment work in the producing fields 
of Pennsylvania during the month of 
August makes a very bearish exhibit, 
the production of the new wells show- 
ing an increase over that of the July 
wells of about 7,000 barrels. Nor is 
this the only bearish feature of the 
report. This increase is due, for the 
most part, to new wells brought in in 
what is known as the McDonald field, 
and as this field is only partially ex- 
plored or developed, and not yet fully 
defined, its possibilities are unknown, 
creating the belief that it may develop 
into one of the most prolific fields yet 
discovered, and be the means of add- 
ing steadily, and rapidly,to the stocks 
above ground. The effect of this 
bearish report has been felt on-the 
market, where the price has again 
been sent below sixty cents. ‘This 
increase in new production has been 
the result of the discovery of a num- 
ber of wells of unusually large capac- 
ity, the total number completed being 
even smaller than during July, and 
bringing the average production per 
well nearly to the phenomenal average 
reached by the January wells.It is evi- 
dent from this report that all the choice 
producing territory had not been 
thoroughly explored, and leads to the 
belief that there are yet other fields 
that may in the future be discovered 
that will keep up the supply when the 
wells in this new field are exhausted. 

The total number of wells com- 
pleted during August was 333, which 
is a decrease of one as compared with 
the result of the field work in July. 
Of these sixty-three proved dry or 
unproductive, being a decrease of 
four in the number of failures. The 
total daily production of these wells 
on the close of the month was 13,536 
barrels, which shows an increase 
over the production of the 
July wells of 6,993 barrels. The 
average production per well was 
nearly forty-one barrels, while that of 
the July wells was nineteen and one- 
half barrels. This shows the result to 
have been very satisfactory to the 
drillers. The natural supposition 
would be that this satisfactory result 
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would have pebehpeeid a large increase 
in new work, but such has not been 
the case, probably owing to the lim- 
ited area of what is believed to

In Memory of Richard J. Dodge. 


As previously chronicled in these 
columns, a meeting of the Drug Sec- 
tion of the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation for the purpose of taking 
action on the death of Mr. Richard J. 
Dodge was held August 6, 1891, and 
the following resolution was unan- 
imousl enous: 

Resolved; That the Vice-Chairman 
and Secretary, in the absence of the 
Chairman, be*requested to draw up a 
suitable memorial, expressive of the 
loss which this Board and the trade 
in qoneeet have sustained by the 
death of our respected member, 
Richard J. Dodge, which memorial 
shall constitute part of the minutes 
of this meeting, and an engrossed 
copy be sent to the bereaved family. 

n conformity with this resolution, 
the committee has prepared and sub- 
mitted the following memorial : 

In the deathof Richard J. Dodge. 
after a business career longer than 
the alloted span of human life, his 
fellow merchants in the Drug Trade 
Section of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation recognize an event 
in which sorrow for the loss of a 
valued associate, citizen ,and friend, 
must, even to those to whom he was 
endeared by the closest ties of rela- 
tionship, be mitigated by the re- 
flection that so useful and exempla 
a life has been lived to such well 
rounded completeness. While Mr. 
Dodge had for many years come so 
little into direct contact with his fel- 
low merchants that he was personally 
almost unknown to many of the 
younger members of the trade, the 
influence of his personality, his ster- 
ling integrity,and his refined christian 
character, made itself felt over a wide 
mercantile, as well as throughout an 
extended social circle, and leaves 
upon them a lasting impression for 
good. The members of this Board 
also recognize, in the death of Mr. 
Dodge, the removal of another of the 
rapidly diminishing number of that 
class af merchants whose correct bus- 
iness methods have gained for this 
vores its commercial supremacy, 
and whose heritage to those who fol- 
low them is the good name which at- 
taches to its mercantile classes.

That gen- 
tleman took a warm interest in the 
fortunes of the raw country lad, and 
between the two sprang up a warm 
friendship, mingled with admiration, 
on the part of Mr. Tyler. Mr. Dodge 
himself had risen through all the gra- 
dations of service in the business, and 
with a keen appreciation of the temp- 
tations and opportunities of the life, 
willingly aided others towards that 
success which he had achieved. 

“Success,’'said the speaker, “‘lies not 
alone in the accumulation of wealth 
or the building up of a public repu- 
tation, but rather in the formation of 
a character. Character is what a man 
is—reputation what he is supposed to 
be. Character is the motel, reputa- 
tion the stamp. Character is the man 
—fixed and eternal; reputation the 
shadow, and the size of the shadow. 
depends upon the relative position to 
the light as much as on the size of the 
object. A very small man may cast a 
very long shadow, Mr. Dodge was a 
man of pure character as well as of 
high reputation and his life was a 
success measured by any true stand- 
ard. In cherishing his memory we 
cherish the noblest work of God an 
honest man.”’

Recent Treasury Decisions. 
CRAMOIS SKINS, UNFINISHED. 


In the matter of the protest of Mr. 
B. Atkinson against the decision of 
the collector of customs at Boston, 
Mass., as to the rate and amount of 
duties chargeable on certain chamois 
skins, unfinished,imported per Norse- 
man, February 7, 1891, the follow- 
ing is the opinion by General Ap- 
praiser Sharretts :— 

The merchandise in question is des- 
ignated in the invoice as “Crust 
 hekndis leather’ and also as “Crust 
oil leather.”” The collector in his 
letter transmitting the protest and 

apersin the case, says: ‘*** The 
anguage of paragraph 456 is ‘Cham- 
ois or other skins.’ As construed 
by this office, whether finished or un- 
finished, they are alike dutiable at 20 
per cent ad valorem, for the reason,as 
stated by the appraiser in the accom- 
panying report, that the skins of the 
chamois goat are not qualified as to 
condition for duty.” 

The importer claims that “as the 

oods in question are unfinished 
chamois skins (leather) they are | pro- 
perly dutiable at 10 per cent. ad val- 
orem, under paragraph 455, as a 
leather not specially provided for.” 

We find as facts in the case: 

(1.) That the merchandise is leather. 

(2.) That itis chamois skins unfin- 
ished, and we hold that the skins in 
question are not included in the pro- 
visions of paragraph 456, N. T., which 
paragraph reads in part as follows: 
‘Dressed upper leather including 
patent enameled and japanned leather 
dressed or undressed and finished; 
chamois or other skins not specially 
enumerated or provided for in this 
act 20 per cent. ad valorem.”’ 

The above language interpreted as 

unctuated would lead to an absurd- 
fy, besides rendering repugnant to 
each other paragraphs 456 and 605. To 
illustrate this point, patent enameled 
and japanned leather can not be un- 
dressed and at the same time finished, 
still by the insertion of a semicolon 
after the word finished, the statute 
makes provision for such an impos- 
sible contingency, and again the lan- 
guage “chamois and other skins not 
specially enumerated or provided for 
in this act 20 per cent. ad valorem,” 
unless qualified by the word finished, 
would render the skin of the chamois 

oat and all other skins when raw or 
in whatever condition imported, sub- 
ject to duty at 20 per cent.ad valorem, 
whereas pafagraph 605 provides for 
the free entry of all skins unmanufac- 
tured except Angora goat, and sheep 
skins with the wool on. The statutes 
must be construed so as to harmonize 
all parts thereof and so as not to 
render the act of the legislators ridic- 
ulous or absurd. by transposing the 
comma and semicolon after the words 
undressed and finished, respectively, 
there remains no ambiguity in the 
poresecteas of the paragraph in ques-

tion, and all parts of the act are at 
once harmonized. 

We would then have provision for 
noees enameled and remnaes leather, 

ressed or undressed, at 20 per cent. 
ad valorem; finished chamois and 
other (finished) skins, 20 per cent. ad 
valorem, and raw and unmanufac- 
tured skins, etc., free. 

Such an interpretation of the law

would also be in keeping with the bill 
as it came to the nate from the 
House of Representatives (see para- 
— 456), wherein it is clearly set 
orth that — enameled and jap- 
anned leather, dressed or undressed, 
and finished chamois and other fin- 
ished skins not otherwise provided 
for shall be subject to duty at 20 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

_In Hammock vs. Loan and Trust 
Company (105 U. S., 77) the principle 
is enunciated that punctuation is not 
a part of the statutes. Applying. this 
ruling, which was followed in G, A. 
414, to the present case we reach the 
conclusion that only finished chamois 
skins are provided for under para- 
graph 456. The claim of the importer 
that the merchandise in question is 
is leather not specially enumerated 
and provided for, and dutiable as 
such at 10 per cent. ad valorem under 
pene 455 is, in our opinion, cor- 
rect. The protest is sustained.

The White Lead Swindler Still Busy. 


In the last six or eight weeks the 
Fourth National Bank of this city has 
received altogether about twenty-five 
checks made payable sometimes to a 
man named Suaningham, Secretary 
and other times to a man named 
Watkins, Treasurer. These checks 
have been received from country 
correspondents of the Fourth National 
who paid them and sent them to the 
bank on which they were drawn for 
collection. All told, the amount of 
the checks is for $1,000. Some of the 
checks are for $25, and one or two are 
for larger amounts, but the largest is 
only $200. All the checks are worth- 
less, and the Fourth National so noti- 
fied their country correspondents. 
The initials of Cunningham and Wat- 
kins cannot be made out. 

At first the checks came in from the 
West and then from the South, and 
one came from Bennington, Vt., for 
$60. Printed on the margin of the 
check are the letters “A. W. L. Com- 

any.” The Atlantic White Lead 
mpany has for two or three years 
been bothered by a man who was . 
swindling people all over the coun- 
try in their name by just such checks 
as have been forwarded to the Fourth 
National. The Atlantic Company. have 
never been able to catch him, and 
ov don’t even know his name. They 
had discovered his methods, though, 
and these were that he pretended to 
act asa drummer for the company, 
and even showed samples of white 
lead. He received many orders and he 
would pretend to write to the parent 
company in New York and send 
for the goods. He has invariably 
written these pretended orders in the 
office of the customer. Then the 
alleged drummer would go out and 
pretend to mail the order and return 
and present one of these checks or 
drafts with “A. W. L. Company” in 
the corner, and induce the customer 
to cash itfor him. There are no per- 
sons of the name of Cunningham or 
Watkins connected with the Atlantic 
White Lead Company. 


Geese 
The Deep Petroleum Well. 


Prof. William Hallock, of the U. 8. 
Geological Survey, read a p.eliminary 
report of observations at the Deep 
Well near Wheeling, W. Va, The 
paper has excited much. enthusiasm, 
and has excited great interest among 
the distinguished scientists who 
heard it. Following is an abstract: 

The question as the conditions 
which exist in the interior of the 
earth has always attracted much at- 
tention. The most important factor 
in the solution of this riddle is the de- 
termination or estimation of temper- 
atures there existing. The British 
Association has for years seized every 
opportunity to obtain data as to the 
rate at which the temperature in- 
creases as the earth crust is pene- 
trated. The most recent and reliable 
contributions on this subject are by 
M. E. Dunker, of Halle, Germany, 
and were obtained from a 4,170 foot 
well at Sperer berg not far from Ber- 
lin, and a 5,740 foot well at Schlada- 
bach, near Pee. 

These wells are both full of water, 
the circulation of which vitiates re- 
sults or renders elaborate apparatus 
indispensable, and the thermometers 
must be protected from the pressure, 

The Wheeling deep well, sunk by 
the Wheeling Development Company, 
and by them generously dedicated to 
science, is 4,500 feet deep, 4 7-8 inches 
in diameter, dry, and cased only to 
1,570 feet. The strata there are 
nearly in situ, undistorted and dip- 
ping only fifty feet tothe mile. More 
satisfactory geological conditions can 
hardly be imagined.

JUDGE BLODGETT, of the U. 8. CIRCUIT COURT, for the Northern Distric, 
of Illinois, has granted an injunction against W. T. Thackery & OCo., of Chicago, 
ENJOINING them from selling or offering for sale any preparation of Salt of which 


the word © CARLSBAD” forms a part of the name, 


We will proceed against any party manufacturing, selling or offering for sale any 
preparation of Salt or Water under any name of which the word “Carlsbad” or “Sprudel” 


forms a part thereof. 
We quote from the decision of Judge Blodgett as follows: 


“There can be no doubt that the city of Carlsbad, being the manufacturer of these salts, had the right to 
indicate their origin by its own name, to the same extent that a natural person would have such a right, and it is 
equally clear to my mind that no other manufacturer of salts, even of the same chemical elements has the right to 
put them on the market in the complainant’s name. The complainant's salts are not only made én Carlsbad, but 
made by Carlsbad, and no one else has the right to use the name of Carlsbad as a desig- 
nation of salts. The mere fact that skilled chemists can combine the constituents of those salts so as to make 
a more or less perfect imitation of them does not justify defendant in trading upon the reputation which has been 
established for complainant's goods. ° + * 

“The terms ‘Carlsbad Sprudel Salts’ mean more than a mere combination in certain proportions of certain 
chemical elements, they mean an article produced by the complainant from the Carlsbad waters. Nor does the 
addition of the word ‘artificial’ by the defendant to his label enable the eareenent to escape from the charge of 
wrongfully availing itself of complainant's name and reputation ° ° 

“ Nor does the claim that these artificial salts, made by defendant, are in fact any better than those made by 
complainant, owing to the fact that the natural spring waters vary from time to time in the proportions of mineral 
constituents, avail as a defense, as complainant has the right to the benefit of the good will and trade it has 
established for its own product, and if defendant can produce a better article it should do so on the credit of its own 
name, and not on the good name of the complainant.”

Extinguishing a Burning Petroleum 
Well. 


The great oil fire that has raged at 
the Cook well for a week has been ex- 
a and the great volume of 
oil that was going up in smoke each 
hour has been turned into the tanks. 
The fire was one of the most terrible 
and difficult to bring under subjec- 
tion, that has ever been witnessed in 
the oil regions. In the week during 
which it was burning the novel sight 
was witnessed by many thousands 
from Pittsburg and other cities. The 
railroads were the only ones to profit 
by the disaster, for nearly every train 
has been crowded with sight-seers. 
Now that the fire has been extin- 
guished the method by which it was 
accomplished cannot but be of interest 
to oil men. Various methods had been 
tried and all failed, and then Glenn T. 
Braden, general superintendent of the 
National Transit Company, decided 
to have a on. nipple made, un- 
screw the casing head and drop the 
pointed nipple in the casing and 
weight it down, and by so doing lead 
off the oil. He was so firmly con- 
vinced that his plan would work, that 
he went to the National Transit shops 
and had the instrument made under 
his supervision, and forwarded it by 
express. Daniel Fisher, of Oil City, 
had been assisting Mr. Braden, and 
was on the ground and directed the 
men to unscrew the casing head, a 
chain to which a wire had been pre- 
viously attached was looped over the 
lead pipe, and when five circles had 
been made the casing head was re- 
leased and blew off,and the flames shot 
up into the air hundreds of feet. Two 
thousand people had gathered to see 
the sight, and when the flames burst 
forth, terror seized those in watching, 
and in their frantic efforts to get away 
many ran through the little creek. 


So terrible was the spectacle that 
many who were standing hundreds of 
yards away started to run, pating 
their only safety lay in flight, an 
even then the devouring element 
might overtake them. All night lon 
the great torch leaped skyward an 
waved as if angry because nothing 
was within reach to appease its wrath. 
All arrangements h en completed 
to make one more effort to gain the 
mastery over the monster. A four 
way T had been provided, with two 
six-inch lead pipes to either side, an 
escape pipe extending above to allow 
the oil to escape, and in this escape 
pipe was a gate; each of the 
lead pipes were peas with gates. 
The whole was then worked forward 
till the point of the nipple rested over 
the casing. The lead pipes were then 
connected to the tanks, the nipple 
dropped into the casing, the gates 
in the lead pipes thrown open and 
with along iron rod the gate on the 
upright escape pipe was closed and 
the oil went rushing into the tanks, 
and by actual gauge put 70 bbis in 
the tank the first hour. To Messrs, 
Braden and Fisher are due the credit 
of having accomplished a feat that 
would have been abandoned by men 
of less energy and pluck. Assuming 
that the well at no time since it 
caught fire had produced more than 
70 bbls an hour, it was on fire 156 
hours, which would make an actual 
loss in oil alone of 10,920 bbls., to 
which must be added the cost of the 
rig and expense of putting out the 
fire, and the total loss will not fall far 
shot of $12,000.

Lead Mining in the United States.”

It is the usual practice to separate 
the lead-producing mines of the 
United States into two groups—those 
producing ore in which the baser 
metal is associated with the precious 
metals and those of which the ore is 
——— free from gold and silver. 

he first group includes all mines 
prosucts lead-bearing ores in the 

cky ountains; the second the 
lead mines of the Mississippi Valley. 
The former produced in 1889 130,903 
tons of lead valued at $4,712,757.27. 
The lead production of the Rocky 
Mountain States and Territories in 
1889 was as follows:

The number of mines in Wisconsin 
producing lead ore exclusively is 
small, and both in tonnage and in 
value lead is the by-product, the 
main reliance being the zinc ore. Of 
the 88,964,146 lbs. of lead produced in 
Missouri, 69,532,873 lbs. were from 
mines producing this metal alone. 
In Greene, Jasper, Lawrence and 
Newton counties, however, the mines 
produce heavily of both lead and zine 
ore. In the majority of instances 
both ores are mined from the same 
openings, the zinc prepeaterntiog 
both in quantity and value. The 
same is true of the adjoining mining 
district of Cherokee county, Kansas, 
One mine in Virginia also produces 
both lead and zine, its lead output in 
1889 being 268 tons, valued at $10,720.

The lead smelting and refining 
works of the United States had the 
following stocks at the beginning and 
end of the year Base bullion—Janu- 
ary 1, 1889, 1,474tons; January 1, 1890 
4,370 tons. Refined lead—January 1. 
1889, 12,058 tons; January 1, 1890, 
9,230 tons. 

The operations of lead smelting and 
refining are so inextricably mixed 
and are, besides, so often conducted 
in connection with the parting of the 
precious metals, that it is quite im- 
possible to present complete tables 
covering the operations for the whole 
country. All that can be done is to 
segregate the figures for certain 
groups. 

There were four refineries which 
roduced 33,638 tons of base bullion 
rom 108,781 tons of lead ore, while 
two others worked 21,775 tons of lead 
ore, without, however, being able to 
state their lead contents. All these 
works lie east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains. The number of employes at 
these works was 620. The total wages 
paid were $373,602. 

The smelters of non-argentiferous 
ores in Missouri, Kansas, isconsin, 
and Illinois produced 29,258 tons of 
refined lead and 1,250 tons oublimed 
lead. The stock on January 1st, 1889, 
was 4,058 tons: January Ist, 1890, 
5,367 tons. The quantity of ore treated 
was 42,816 tons, valued at $1,664,020. 
The number of employes was 476, to 
whom was paid $206,541 in wagss. 
Expenses for supplies and materials 
consumed amounted to $184,175, and 
total expenses $580,210. That the ore 
worked is thoroughly dressed is shown 
by the fact that the yield averaged 
70°7%. Of the total, 21,456 short tons 
is the product of three companies, 
which smelt the ores produced at 
their own mine. These companies 
paied in wages and salaries $145,540 
for supplies and materials consume 
$144,083, and for rent, taxes and mis- 
cellaneous expenditures for mine and 
smelting works. $165,163, the ore be- 
ing valued at $345,369, and for mine 
supplies of $233,341, a total direct out- 
lay of $1,034,287. The other smelters 
in this group purchase their ore in 
the open market, quite a number of 
them operating only on a very small 
scale, the product being under 300 
tons in the majority of cases.

Asphaltum and QOzokerite in the United 
States.* 
BY E. W. PARKER. 
(Continued from Aug. 31, page 35.) 


Bituminous rock has supplied a 
limited local demand for ten or fif- 
teen years, but it is only during the 
past two years that it has assumed 
any commercial importance as an in- 
dustry. It is reported that pavements 
made of this material. fifteen years 
ago and used under heavy travel 
have recently been removed and 
found to have lost. very little either 
in weight or thickness; also. that it 
stands equally well the high tempera- 
ture of the interior cities and the, cold 
damp atmosphere of the coast. It.is 
estimated that there are now 50 miles 
of bituminous rock street pavement 
in the state of California. 

Although the production of bitum- 
inous rock in California and of gilso- 
nite in Utah have assumed propor- 
tions of commercial importance, with 
indications of much greater activity

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in the near future, the island of Trin- 
idad continues to.be the main source 
of supply for the United States. In 
the Eastern cities Trinidad asphaltum 
is used for street paving, tothe almost 
entire exclusion of other kinds. This 
is due entirely to its advantage in cost 
of transportation.The railroad freight 
rates from the Pacific coast practical 
ly shut out the bituminous rock of 
ifornia from competition in the 
Eastern states, and a similar condi- 
tion may be said to affect the sale of 
Trinidad asphaltum in the cities of 
Europe, since the bituminous lime- 
stones of Val-de-Travers and Seyssel, 
having the advantage in freights,con- 
trol the markets. e cost of prepar- 
ing the different varieties of asphalt- 
um for street pavement is nearly the 
same and,.as all appear to be about 
equa llv durable, the exclusive use of 
any one of them is due merely to the 
advantage in freight. 

Comparative Prices.—The ruling 
prices for the different varieties of as- 

haltum during the year 1889 were as 

‘ollows: Trinidad, crude, at New 
York $18 per ton Trinidad, refined, 
at New York, $30; hard Cuban, at 
New York, $28 ; gilsonite, at the mines, 
$60; bituminous rock, California, at 
‘the mines, $250 to $10; bituminious 
rock, Kentucky, at the mines, 2 40; 
prime Cuban, at New York, 4°5 to 5°5c 
per pound. 

Other Uses.—Although the greatest 
use for asphaltum is in the manufac- 
ture of street pee. large quantities 
are consumed in makin oors for 
warehouses, cellars, wineries, brewer- 
ies, etc. Itis used for lining dams, 
levees, and reservoirs, and as a coat- 
lng for piling. wharf, timbers, ground 
ends of telegraph poles, etc. Itis also 
used asa cement for sea walls and 
other marine architecture, and to pro- 
tect iron work subject to action of 
salt water from corrosion. It 
is to a considerable extent used 
as a roofing material, and, being prac- 
tically a non-conductor of electricity, 
serves a useful purpose as an insulator 
for electrical wires. Varnish is man- 
ufactured from refined asphaltum or 
gilsonite by simply heating with 
spirits of turpentine. 

New Discoveries.—Asphaltum de- 
posits have been found in some of the 
northwestern counties of Alabama, 
and some ot has been made in 
the way of developing the properties, 
but none of the mineral h been 
mined up to the close of the year 1889. 
Other deposits are reported in Gray- 
son and Hardin counties, Kentucky, 
on which partial developments have 
been made, but the owners are 
waiting a morelucrative demand. In 
Burnet county, Texas, asphaltum is 
known to exist, but little authentic 
information is obtainable regarding 
its extent and character. 

Imports.—The amount of asphal- 
tum imported into the United States 
in 1889 was 61,952 tons. The imports 
of Trinidad asphaltum by all compa- 
nies in 1889 amounted to 52,881 long 
tons and in 1890 to 54,692 tons. About 
800 tons of asphaltum were imported 
from Cuba in 1881 and 1882, but there 
have been no importations of any 
consequence since 1882, During 1885 
and 1886 about 500 tons were obtained 
from Venezuela, but no amount of 
any importance has been imported 
into this country from there since 
that time. From Neufchatel, Switz- 
erland, and Seyssel, France, the im- 
ports of bituminous limestone, some- 
times called ‘‘asphalte,”’ are about 200 
tons annually, and about 150 tons of 
a similar material are imported each 

ear from Hanover and Brunswick, 
rmany. All of this material was 
used in saying, aves and for in- 
terior work. uring 1887, 1888, 1889 
and 1890 about 6,000 tons of bitumin- 
ous limestone were imported from 
Sicily and used for street paving. 

Asphaltum Pavements.—The num- 
ber of square yards of Trinidad as- 
phaltum laid in the United States in 
the past decade is as follows: 1880, 
106,838; 1881, 116,629; 1882, 196,184; 
1883, 387,510; 1884, 424,524: 1885, 403,- 
832 ; 1886, 623,188; 1887, 799,335; 1888, 
757,101 ; 1889, 1,130,863; 1890, 1,857,000; 
total, 6,803,054, which is equivalent to 
446 miles of roadway 26 ft. wide. 
Trinidad asphaltum is being used for 
street paving.in 49 cities in the 
United States and Canada. 

From the best ‘information obtain- 
able the proportions of Trinidad as- 
phaltum used for different purposes 
are about as follows: for laying sheet 
asphalt pavements 72 per cent., for 
manufacturing asphalt blocks and 
tiles for pavements 24 per cent., total 
for paving 96 per cent; for roofing, 3 
per cent.; for all other purposes, 1 
per cent.; total, 100 per cent. The 
amount of asphalt blocks manufac- 
tured and laid as pavements has 
varied from 5,000 to 100,000 square 
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yards per,annum, and the total from 


1880 to ‘1890, inclusive, ‘is estimated at 


500,000 square yards. ds 

About 55,000 sq: yds. of. bituminous 
limestone pavement were laid in 
Washington, D. C., during 1876 and 
1877, and about 3,000 7. in New 
York in 1883 or 1884. 
this was subsequently taken up and 
replaced by Trinidad asphaltum. In 
1887 about 10,000 sq. yds. were laid in 
Rochester, N. Y.; in 1888 about 20,- 
000 sq. yds. in St. Augustine, Fla.,and 
in 1890 40,000 sq. yds. in New York 
City. Capt. F. V. Greene, of New 


York, estimates that the total amount 


of bituminous limestone pavement 
now in use in the United States does 
not exceed 75,000 sq. yds. 

The asphalt pavements in Europe 
are all made from the bituminous 
limestones obtained from the localities 
mentioned previously in this report. 
The pavements are found in Berlin, 
London, Paris, and a few other cities, 
—— not exceeding ten in all. 

he total area covered is, approxi- 
mately, as follows,and it is about one- 
fourth of that covered by Trinidad 
asphalt pavements in the United 
States: rlin, 681,486 sq. yds. ; Lon- 
don, 360,000 sq. yds. ; Paris, 357,360 sq.

History of the Discovery of Florida 
Phosphates. 

Mr. Hugh C. Middleton, of Atlanta, 
Ga.,in his article on the history of 
phosphate discovery in Florida,which 
my rete in the afanufacturers’ Record 
of August 15, says: 

“Mr. Jay Shrader, in his excellent 
paper written April 16, 1891, recoids 
that, ‘in 1881, Mr. J. Francis Le Baron, 
a civil engineer in the engineer — 
United States Army, * * * is- 
covered the fossil beds in Peace River ; 
but the oe was not then apprised 
of it. r. Le Barron * * con- 
fided his secret only to a few wealthy 
gentlemen, whose assistance he hoped 
to enlist in securing and developing 
the property. But the capitalists were, 


timid, if not skeptical, and a. golden’}, 


opportunity was lost.’ 

“Mr. Shrader says further, that ‘in 
1888, seven years after the discovery, 
the incredulous public ear was 
stunned by the announcement that 
phosphates had been discovered in 
South Forida.’ 

“Mr. Shrader does not tell us who 
the second discoverer was, from whose 
announcement, in 1888, the phosphate 
development took its start,’’ ete. 

In the paper to which Mr. Middle- 
ton refers 1 said: *‘Mr. T. S. Moor- 
head, of Pennsylvania, following up 
the discovery of Le Baron—informua- 
tion of which he had obtained in some 
way—acquired land, including some 
of the richest beds in Peace river, and 
in May, 1888, made the first shipment 
of phosphate that ever went out of 
Florida,” 

It will be seen that development fol- 
lowed the original discovery, and was 
not the result of a second one. There 
was, therefore, no necessity for men- 
tioning the second discovery. But 
there is a page of unwritten history 
between the discovery ef LeBaron 
and that of Jones that will be “mighty 
interesting reading,’ as Horace 
Greely once remarked, should I de- 
cide to give it to the public. I have 
all the data, and may conclude to 
produce it in ‘‘Lucre: Where _ it 
Abounds and How to Obtain It,” a 
new phosphate pamplet that I am now 
ae for the press. But I do 
not say that I will publish it in that 
book or through any other channel. 
It is a highly sensational episode, 
involving some uncommercial meth- 
ods and ways mysterious, and if I 
permit it to see the light it will be 
after mature deliberation. 

Returning to the discovery made 
by Mr. Jones, it may be remarked 
that it did not lead to the first de- 
velopment nor directly to any subse- 
quent development, for it must be re- 
membered that what he discovered 
was a land nodule, and no land mine 
has yet been opened in the vicinity of 
his “‘find.’’ Indeed, he seems to have 
never er the presence of phos- 
phate b a « le in Peace river, for, as 
related by Mr. Middleton, when 
*“Jones’ rock” was thrown overboagd 
from the boat in which Jones and his 
perty were fishing in that stream, 

r.J. “turned the boat about and 
steered once more for the shore,’ 
where he obtained another specimen. 

But the discovery made by Mr. 
Jones did result in. the organization 
of the Peace River Phosphate Co., the 
second company formed in the State, 
the Arcadia Phosphate Co.(Mr. Moor- 
head’s company) being the first; and 
the fact that the Peace River Co. 
began operations in the stream instead

Whether it was accidental or the_re- 
sult of patient investigation, Mr. 
Jones’ discovery has been of immense 
benefit to Florida, and I have no dis- 
position to dwarf its significance. 

Yet it is a well-established fact 
that in May, 1887, before Jones 
found that historic nodule, Mr. Moor- 
head had possessed himself of the 
identical pebble bed in Peace river 
which LeBaron had located six years 
before; and during the fall and win 
ter of that year Moorhead completed 
his preparations for mining,and began 
opnee phosphate in May, 1888.

“There would seem to be no greater 
reason for relating the story of the 
second discovery than for detailing 
the particulars of the many important 
‘tinds’ since made; but as a sortof 
romantic interest attaches to that par- 
ticular discovery, I give it a place 
here. 

“About two years after the discover 
by Le Baron and prior to that of Col. 
oorhead, Mr. J. C. Jones, a lawyer 
of Orlando, while hunting on Peace 
river, found a phosphate nodule on 
the surface, and he at once made up 
his mind that it was the luckiest day’s 
hunt he had ever had, and nothing so 
valuable ever went into his game bag 
as the dull-looking rock which he 
dropped in to keep silent company 
with his birds. 
“On his return home,‘Mr. Jones took 
@ run over to Palatka, and hunting 
=P W.E. McKee, land agent of the 
orida Southern Railroad, he told 
him he had something as good as a 
= mine, and almost took McKee’s 
reath away as he pointed to a pack- 
age in his hand, and, dropping his 
voice to a whisper, said: ‘There’s 
millions in it.’ McKee hastened to 
fasten the door that no one but his 
friend Jones and himself should ex- 
amine the treasure. As a result of 
the conference a company was formed, 
which bought about 6,000 acres of land 
on Peace river at very low figures, 
the guileless natives not suspecting 
that they were parting with a bon- 
anza, 
“But lawyer Jones was not a capital- 
ist, and the big capitalists wanted to 
dump him overboard; but if he did 
not have a big wallet of money,he had 
head full of law and knew his rights, 
so when the company sought to begin 
operations he came down on them 
with an injunction which was a 
clincher, and led to the purchase of 
his sixth interest in the stock of the 
company, which. is said to have netted 
him $25,000—the best day’s hunt re- 
corded in Florida.”’ 

“Prior to that of Colonel Moorhead”’ 
is an error which was not detected be- 
fore the book was in press. It should 
read prior to the development by 
Colonel Moorhead. 

Mr. Middleton’s article is very in- 
teresting, and is a valuable contribu- 
tion to the literature of phosphates; 
but he is in error in saying, ‘soon 
after Mr. Jones’ announcement fur- 
ther discoveries were made of rock in 
the Gulf counties of Manatee, Hills- 
boro, Pasco, Hernando, Citrus, Ma- 
rion, Levy and Alachua.” 

The fact is the people of Bartow 
were quite accustomed to seeing car- 
loads of pebbles pass here on its way 
North from the beds of Peace river 
before the discovery at Dunnellon 
in 1889—the first made outside of the 
Peace River valley—was dreamed of. 
The discoveries in Levy and Alachua 
counties are quite recent events. 
Pebble phosphate was discovered in 
Polk county 60 onze after the finding 
of hard rock in Marion and Citrus 
counties, but to the honor of De Soto 
county, be it said, phosphate mining 
was an established industry at her 
county seat before either pebble or 
hard rock was known to exist else- 
where in the State.

there is an unnecessary complication, 
especially amongst the stannic com- 
pounds used in cotton dyeing. Each 
dyer has his own ideas, and each man- 
ufacturer produces different “‘tin spir- 
its” by a multitude of devices, in 
most cases unnecessary, and without 
the slightest effect on the properties 
of the mordant. 

Stannous Chloride.—Tin crystals, 
SnCl,2H,O. This salt has gradually 
attained considerable importance, and 
is gradually replacing the empirical 
“spirits” in use amongst dyers. The 
commercial product is generally pure, 
and should form clear crystals. It 
gives, as a rule, a milky solution with 
water, but good crystals will give a 
clear, bright solution with water con- 
taining 2 per cent. of hydrochloric 
acid. It must be free from com- 
pounds of iron and copper. 


Tin Spirits.—It is a somewhat diffi- 
eult matter to say what a tin spirit 
may or may not contain. Certainly 
iron and copper compounds must be 
absent, but outside this there is a 
great latitude. Roughly speaking, 
“tin spirits’ contain varying propor- 
tions of stannous and stannic chlor- 
ides, according to whether the mor- 
dant is intended for wool or cotton, 
and in addition, oxalic acid, nitric 
acid, ammonium chloride, sulphuric 
acid, and alum, Without any at- 
tempt at classification, the following 
methods will give useful results in 
the examination of tin mordants :—

Naturally the 
results with different mordants yg 
to the extreme limits, viz., from 
stannous salt to all stannic salt, This 
method of titration with bichr. 
mate is not quite, but for technical 
purposes is, exact enough. With all 
tin mordants a comparative dye trial 
should be made, using the exact 
method of procedure applied on 4 
large scale. 


Stannate of Soda.—This salt is sti] 
in use, although replaced to a cop. 
siderable extent by tartar emetic and 
allied bodies. It is generally gold as 
ae 30 to 45 per cent. stannic 
acid. It should dissolve without leay. 
ing hard lumps in the bottom of the 
vessel. The solution is generally 
milky, but this is of no import, as a 
stannate giving a clear solution is 
generally undesirable, as it is liable 
to contain excess of alkali. 


A complete test is made by dis. 
solving a known weight in water, and 
cecnnene (not filtering) from any un- 
dissolved lumps. The solution is 
then warmed and acidified slightly 
with dilute sulphuric acid, whereby 
the stannic acid separates, and is a 
lected in a filter, washed dried and 
ignited, a drop of nitric acid added, 
and ignited again. The precipitate is 
stannic acid, and the result is easily 
calculated. 

In all cases a dye-trial should be 
made, as the value for dyeing pur- 
poses is not entirely dependent on the 
percentage of stannic acid, but on the 
capability which it possesses for fix- 
ing tannic acid.—The Dyer.

White Lead, Zinc, Etc, 

White Lead.—There has been an in- 
crease in the number of orders betok. 
ening an awakening of interest in the 
article on the part of the jobbing 
trade. As yet, however, the large 
buyers have held aloof. The outlook 
is, nevertheless, more favorable than 
last week. Corroders prices remain 
unchanged, being 6%c for 12 tons 
or over, 6%c for 5 to 12 tons 
7c for 500 tbs to 5 tons, and 7% 
for lots of less than 500 ths. The 
terms on lots of 500 ths or over are 
60 days, or 2%% discount for cash if 
paid within 15 days from date of in. 
voice. To make any of the above 
quantities it is allowable to include 
any assortment of packages of white 
lead, red lead, or litharge, or all of 
these articles. Dry white lead ink 
is quoted at the same prices as in oil, 
but in barrels a reduction of %e per 
pound is made. No pre-payment of 
nor allowance for freight is made and 
there are no rebates.

Linseed Oil.—The volume of trade 
shows a satisfactory increase as the 
season advances but buyers still pur- 
sue the policy of supplying only nat- 
ural current wants. Notwithstand- 
ing the decided break in the seed 
market, linseed oil prices are firmly 
maintained. Western crushers have 


little to ofler for prompt’ or 
early delivery. and we _ hear 
of no pressure to sell ouc of 
town brands on the spot. The 


little business doing is on the basis of 
40c. City brands are held firmly 7 
to previous figures, 42c being quote 
for oil from domestic seed and 56c for 
Calcutta seed oil. 

Crude Cottonseed Oil. — Although 
the general impression has been that 
crude oil was scarce on the spot, and 
while this may apply to prime grades, 
certainly there is no scarcity of off 

rades, as almost daily, here and 
there, ‘pops’? up a small quantity 
maa to close out,’’ seeking buyers. 
The most important transaction of 
the week was the reported sale of 500 
bbls new crude for October delivery 
at 30c on Friday. Old lots of off crude 
are procurable on the spot at 26@29ce 
as to holder, with sales of 47 bbis at 
27c, and 55 bbls in lots at 28@29c. 

Refined Cotton Seed Oil.—Since our 
last report there has been further 
unloading on the part of one of the 
large holders of oil, about 4,000 bbls 
consisting of various grades of red- 
dish and off yellow to be shipped 
from Southern ports to the other side.

The principal feature of interest 
during the past week was, of course, 
the monthly field report, a synopsis 
of which is given below and the im- 
portant features pointed out and 
commented upon in our editorial col- 
umns. The effect of the report 
was somewhat tardily made mani- 
fest, probably owing to adverse 
reports from the fields, which were 
regarded as indicating a probable 
early exhaustion of the McDonald 
field. This field has thus far been 
prolific of surprises, but beside an 
occasional well showing drainage by 
reason of close proximity of a neigh- 
boring one, there are no indications 
of an early giving out of the supply 
in this section, in fact the wells in the 
McDonald field have shown better 
staying qualities than have those 
of other fields showing a _ sim- 
ilar oil bearing sand. In the mean- 
time the daily runs show a 
considerable increase and during the 
last week of August the out- 
put was augmented to an amount. 
which nearly if not quite made up the 
difference between runs and deliveries, 
which earlier in the month indicated 
a probable considerable reduction 
in stocks during the month. Tradin 
has been better and those who ha 
sold at the higher figures have had 
an opportunity to buy, though the 
general belief appears to be that the 
market will touch the figure reached 
during the recent break. _Buck- 
eyes continue neglected, and their 
nominal price remains about 1éc. 
The transactions during the past week 
show an increase over those of the 
previous week, the sales footing u 
633,000 bbls(633,000 N. T. and ,000 B.), 
against 92,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The clearances of the local ex- 
change amounted to 2,060,000 bbls, 
against 128,000 bbls during the pre- 
as week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other two exchanges 
amounted to 4,298,000 bbls, against 
1,212,000 bbls for the preceding week. 
The highest price of the week was re- 
corded on Tuesday, when 64%¢ was 
reached. The lowest point of the 
week was 57c, and was touched on 
Friday. The opening price last 
Monday was 62%,¢, and the close this 
noon was at 57%c, showing a loss 
of 5%c as the result of the week's trad- 
ing, while the extreme range of fluct- 
uations for the week was 7c. The 
highest price for Buckeye certificates 
was }15c, reached on euch day, and 
the lowest was 15c, touched on each 
day. The opening price last Monday 
was 15c and the close this evening 
was at lic, showing a gain of 0c for 
the week under an extreme range of 
variations of 0c.

Gum Arabic and its Modern Substi- 
tutes.* 


BY DR. 8S. RIDEAL AND W. E. YOULE,

The above values for various gums 
and dextrins were obtained at a con- 
stant temperature of, 15° C. and are 
compared with water at that temper- 
ature. It is of the utmost importance 
that the temperature of the water 
surrounding the bulbs should be ad- 
justed for each series of experiments 
to the temperature at which the abso- 
lute viscosity of the water was de- 
termined. s far as we have ascer- 
tained, in gum solutions there isa 
steady diminution in viscosity with 
increase of temperature until a cer- 
tain temperature is reached, beyond 
which increase of heat does not mark- 
edly influence the viscosity, and it is 
possible that above this “critical 
point,’’ as we may term it, the gum 
solutions once more begin to increase 
in viscosity. The temperature at 
which the viscosity becomes station- 
ary varies somewhat with different 
gums, but broadly speaking it lies 

etween 60° C. and 90° C., no gums 
showing any marked decrease in vis- 
cosity between 80°C and 90° C. 

The experiments we have made in 
this direction were conducted as fol- 
lows: The 300 cc. bottle containing 
the gum _ was placed in capacious 
beaker full of hot water, and the vis- 
cosity instrument was also surrounded 
with water at the same temperature. 
Thermometers were suspended both 
in the beaker and the outer jar. The 
viscosity at the ae temperature 
obtained, about 90° C., was then taken 
and repeated for every fall of 4° C. till 
the water reached the temperature of 
the air. 

As will be observed, the effect of 
heat appears to be the same upon the 
two typical gum arabics quoted above 
an increase of temperature from 18° 
C. to 50°C. decreasing the viscosity 
by nearly one-half in both cases. and 
the same seems to be true of most 
gum arabics. Roughly also the same 
holds good for Ghuttis, as the follow- 
ing numbers show:

The variation of viscosity with 
strength of solution was also studied 
with one or two typical gums. A 10 
per cent. is invariably more than 
twice as viscous as a 5 per cent. 
solution. Similar results were shown 
by other gums. 

It would seem, therefore, that strong 
solutions, say of 50 per cent. strength, 
would be more alike in viscosity than 
solutions of 5 per cent. strength of the 
same gums. In other words, the 
viscosity of a gum solution should be 
taken as néarly as possibie to the 
strength itis used at, to obtain an 


exact quantative idea of its gumming | 


value.

The observation of this fact was one 
of the circumstances which decided 
us to use 5 per cent. solutions for the 
determination of Ghatti gum viscos- 
ities, the ratio between the 5 per cent. 
and 10 per cent. solutions of gum 
arabiecs being roughly the same as 
that between the respective weights 
required for gumming solutions of 
equal value. 

rom observation of the general 
nature of the solutions of Ghatti 
gums, and from the fact that when 
allowed to stand portions of the ap- 
parently insoluble matter passed into 
solution, the hypothesis suggested 
itself that metarabin was soluble in 
arabin although insoluble in cold 
water. If this hypothesis were cor- 
rect it would explain the apparent 
anomaly of Ghattis giving solutions 
of higher viscosity than gum arabics, 
although they leave insoluble matter 
behind The increase in viscosity 
would be due to the thickening of the 
arabic acid by the metarabin. More- 
over, the solutions yielded by various 
Ghattis leaving insoluble matter be- 
hind would be all of the same kind, 
viz., asaturated solution of metarabin 
in arabia more or less diluted by 
water. Still further, if the insoluble 
residue’ of a Ghatti be the residual 
metarabin over and above that re- 
quired to saturate the arabin, then it 
will be possible to dissolve this by the 
addition of more arabin in the form 
of ordinary gum arabic. 

The yield of furfuraldehyde by the 
breaking down of arabin and metara- 
bin was thought possibly to be of 
some value in differentiating the nat- 
ural gums from one another, but we 
have not succeeded in obtaining re- 
sults of much value. 02 grm. of a 
gum were heated with 100 cc. of 15 per 
cent. sulphuric acid for about 2% 
hours in an Erlen :.eyer flash with re- 
flux condenser. After this period of 
time, further treating did not increase 
the amount of furfuraldehyde pro- 
duced. The acid liquid, which was 
generally yellow in color, was then 
cooled and neutralized with strong 
caustic soda. The neutral or very 
faintly alkaline solution was then dis- 
tilled almost to dryness, when practi- 
cally the whole of the furfuraldehyde 
comes over. The color produced by 
the gum distillate with aniline acetate 
can now be compared with that ob- 
tained from some standard substance 
treated similarly. Tne body we have 
tuken as a standard is the distillate 
from the same weight of cane sugar. 
The tint obtained with the standard 
was then compared with that yielded 
by the gum distillate from which the 
respective ratios of furfuraldehyde 


are obtained. The following table 
shows some of these results:

The amount of reducing sugar cal- 
culated as glucose is also appended. 
This was estimated in the residue left 


in the flask after distillation by Fehl- ; 


ing’s solution in the usual way. ‘The 
y:elds of furfuraldehyde would ap- 
pear to have no definite relation to 
the other chemical’data about a gum, 


such as the potash and baryta ab- 
sorptions or the sugar produced on 
inversion. 

The action of gum solutions upon 
polarized light is interesting, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that ara- 
bin is itself strongly levo-rotatory 
[ajp = — 99°, while certain gums are 
distinctly rotatory, Hence it is 
evident that some other body besides 
arabin is present in the gum. We 
have determined the rotatory power 
of a number of gum solutions, the re- 
sults of which are subjoined. On first 
commencing the experiments we ex- 
perienced great difficulty from the 
nature of the solutions. Most of them 
are distinctly yellow’ in color and al- 
most opaque to light even in dilute 
solutions such as°5 per cent. We 
found it necessary first to bleach the 
gums by a special process. 5 gms, of 


gum are dissolved in about 40 
c.c. of luke warm water, then 
a drop of potassium  perman- 


ganate is added, and the solution 
is heated on a water-bath with con- 
stant stirring until the permanganate 
is decomposed and the solution be- 
comes brown. A. drop of sodium 
hydrogen sulphite is now added to de- 
stroy excess of the permanganate. At 
the same time the solution becomes 
perfectly colorless, 

It can now be cooled down and made 
up to 100 cc., yielding a 5 per cent. 
solution of which the rotatory power 
can be taken with ease. Using a 200- 
mm. tube and white light the above 
numbers were obtained.

These numbers do not show any 


marked connection ‘betweew the vis- 
cosity, &c., of a gum’and its specific 
rotatory power. 

When gum arabic solution is treated 
with alcohol the gum. is precipitated 
entirely if a large excess of spirit be 
used. With a view to seeing if the 
precipitate yielded by the partial pre- 
cipitation of gum solution was inden- 
tical in properties-to the criginal gum 
we examined several such precipi- 
tates from various gums to ascertain 
their rotatory power., We found in 
each case that the specific rotatory 
power of the alcohol precipitate re- 
dissolved in Water was not the same 
as that of.the*original gum. In other 
words these gums contained at least 
two bodies of different rotatory powers 
of which one is mofre’soluble in aleo- 
hol than the: other. O'Sullivan ob- 
tained similar results with pure arabin. 

The Ghattis apparently are all levo- 
rotatory,and give much less alcoholic 
precipitates than the gum arabic. The 
precipitation moreover was in the op- 
posite direction, -that is, the most 
levo-rotatory gum was thrown down 
by the alcohol.

Quinine. 


At the bark sales which were held 
in Amsterdam on Thursday the offer- 
ings consisted of 2,686 bales and 199 
cases, about 246 tons bark, among 
which were from Government planta- 
tions, 278 bales 77 cases, about 
29 tons; from private plantations, 
2,408 bales 122 cases, about 217 
tons. The bark was_ composed 
as follows: Druggists’ bark, Succi- 
rubra quills, 178 cases; broken quills 
and chips, 102 baies 6 cases; root, 42 
bales. Manufacturing bark : Officinalis 
broken quills and chips. 30 bales: 
Ledgeriana quills, 3 cases; broken 
quills and chips, 1,565 bales: root, 648 
bales; hybrid quills, 12 eases; broken 
quills and chips, 182 bales; root, 
117 bales. Total, 2,686 bales 199 
eases. The sales went off at 
full prices, most of the offerings 
being taken up. The shipments of 
bark from Java for July are reported 
as being 1,400,000 lbs, the largest 
shipments ever made from that island 
for a like period.
